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2016 Legislative Issues

» HB 183 - Act relating to disabled veteran-owned businesses..

o Provide for a disabled veteran-owned business certification program; define “disabled veteran”
and “disabled veteran-owned business”; require the Office of Equal Employment Opportunity
and Contract Compliance to establish guidelines for the certification program and application
process through the promulgation of administrative regulations.

» HB 225 - Act relating to occupational licensure for military service members

and veterans.

> Require administrative bodies to issue professional licenses or certificates to military service
members or veterans within two years of an honorable discharge if the training received by the
service member or veteran could reasonably be expected to provide the necessary experience
and skills; grant the administrative body the right to deny licensure or certification if training
is not equivalent; allow appeal rights; require administrative bodies to promulgate
administrative regulations to carry out the provisions of the Act.




2016 Legislative Issues cont’d.

» HB 487 — Act relating to the Governor’s Advisory Board for Veterans Affairs

o Require that two (2) members of the Governor’s Advisory Board for Veterans Affairs be
recommended by the Joint Executive Council of Veterans Organizations of Kentucky.

» SB 128 - Act relating to women veterans.

o Permit the Kentucky Department of Veterans Affairs to promulgate administrative
regulations for the Women Veterans Program.

» SB178 - Act relating to establishing “Welcome Home Vietnam Veterans Day
in Kentucky

o Create a new section of KRS Chapter 2 to designate 30 March as Welcome Home Vietnam
Veterans Day in the Commonwealth.




2016 Legislative Issues cont’d.

» SR 207 - Urge the Kentucky Department of Veterans' Affairs, the Governor
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, and Kentucky's United States
Congressional delegation to take the appropriate steps to get the approval
and funding necessary for the construction of a veterans' center in Magoffin
County, Kentucky.

SR 162 - Designate June 27, 2016, as Post-Traumatic Stress Injury Awareness
Day and June 2016 as Post-Traumatic Stress Injury Month.
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Homeless Veteran Outreach Program
Emergency Financial Assistance

» To provide a small once-time assistance to qualifying
veterans to obtain or maintain housing

» May not be other than honorably discharge, must be a
Kentucky resident, meet income requirements, must show
that without this assistance they will remain or become
homeless, and must show that they will be able to sustain
their housing or utilities in the future.

EMPLOYMENT- Helping to provide information and opportunities for veterans to find and learn about
employment and training services.

SUPPORT - Partnering veterans with KDVA Field Benefits Representatives to better serve the veterans in
filing for benefits which may include healthcare, vocational rehabilitation and the DVOP/LVER Program.
